Wayne Woolley 


Addresses Rotarians 


Dr. Wayne Woolley, son of 
Mrs. Ytyoolley and the late A.D., 
former local boy who is gaining 
distinction in the field of scien¬ 
ce was the speaker at the Rot¬ 
ary luncheon on Monday and 
gave a very interesting talk on 
the progress of science in isol¬ 
ating and manufacturing syn¬ 
thetic vitamins to supplement 
the diet of mankind. Wayne is 
now on special research work in 
the Rockfeller Institute in New 
York City, being especially inter 
ested in the field of nutrition. 

Wayne was handicapped in 
his high school ar.d colie e days 
because of diabetes, and he 
turned his attention, as soon as 
possible to determining the 
cause, and finding a cure for 
this ailment. His tenacity kept 
him at the head of his science 
classes all th e time, and he re 
peatedly won scholarships, 
which took him to Madison, Win 
consin fo r further study and 
also for teaching, and it was 
from this institution that he re 
reived the invitation to ert*r 
Ih » Institute in New York. 

Wayne’s talk on Monday had 
to dj principally with the hist 
or u of vitamins and the traged 
J*c> and loss of human lives 
that led up to the intensive st¬ 


udy of these important though 
insignificant somethings that 
have so much bearing on the 
lile of men. Scurvy, beri ben 
and various other diseases, caus 
ed definitely b v some deficiency 
in diet, led investigators to won 
der why, and the answer to this 
question resulted in the rapid 
advances in the past few years 
of the discovery of vitamins, 
and also of their synthetic manu 
facturc, t 0 supplement deficien¬ 
cies and to prolong and safe¬ 
guard the lif^ of men. 

Six vitamins have been defin¬ 
itely classified now and the spec 
ific use of each catalogued. A- 
long with these is a new pro¬ 
cess called irradiatio n which 
means stimulating food with ul¬ 
tra violet light, lacking entirely 
from the sun’ s rays in many 
latitudes and only present in 
sufficient quantity in our own 
country during the summer mon 
ths. With these synthetic vita 
mins and irradiation is was 
now possible to practically guar 
anter the diet of man against 
deficiencies regardless of where 
he lived.

Road Surfacing 


Road crewg are making strong 
eitorts to complete the provinc¬ 
ial government’s main highway 
atrlacing program during this 
month, according l Q information 
which officials of the Alberta 
Motor Association have just re¬ 
ceived. Progress of the work wnl 
depend upon continuance of fine 
weathei conditions. 

South of Calgary, lour sur¬ 
facing outfits are at work com 
pleting sections oi the main 
highway south of that city. 
Two crews are working in the 
Pincher Creek-Macleod area, 
while another is working north 
from Pincher Creek. 

Completion ot work on the 
main highway in the south wiii 
be followed by one outfit being 
put to work on the Maclecd 


Lethbridge area, on e between 
Medicine Hat and Redcliffe, an¬ 
other 0,1 the 15 mile stretch 
between Coleman and Frank 
and a fourth wil be given other 
projects to finish. 

O n the Jasper highway, “blot 
ter” or first course bituminous 
surfacing lias been completed 
over the 20 mile stretch from 
Edmonton t G Stony Plain. Now 
crews are engaged at reconstr¬ 
ucting the highway from Stony 
Plai n westward so that this can 
he put in shape for ‘‘blotter” sur 
facing next fall or early next 
year. 

Meantime various national 
parks report heavy motor tour¬ 
ist traffic, indicating that this 
season’s figures will reach a 
high total.

Harvest Getting 
Under Way

The Raymond Hoiticultural 
Society is holding a Flower and 
Vegetable Show next week, on 
Friday, August 25th, in the 
ne w Service Station of S. B. 
Card and Son. This will be the 
official opening of this building, 
and it is contributing to a very 
worthy cause in having the veg¬ 
etable and flower show staged 
there. 

A prize list is being prepared, 
we understand, and will be cir¬ 
culated so that exhibitors may 
roe what the classes and the 
prizes are in the various divis¬ 
ion'. Tea will be served during 
# the time of the show and the 
public* is invited to participate 
not only in attendance, but also 
in entries in the show. 

Members of the Society will 
not be charged any entry fee, 
but otheis will pay 10c. for each 
entry except where the prize is 
e ver $1.00 in which case they 
will pay 10 per cent of the prize 
offered. More details m av be 
obtained from 11.A. Christie, the 
President, or other members of 
the committees. 


The grain is starting to come 
into th e elevators now as com¬ 
bines commence beating out the 
wheat from the chaff. Harvest¬ 
ing so far has been confined to 
winter wheat, stubbled in and 
small patches in spring wheat 
fields that have ripened rapidly 

It is impossible to form a 
very definite estimate o n yield 
and grade. There will he a lot 
of grade 1 and 2 wheat, espec¬ 
ially from the fields out south 
where moistur e conditions have 
been a littl e better, and there 
will be quite a lot of Grade 3 
and 4 from the district to the 
north where th e rainfall has not 
been so heavy. Some finished 
fields have yielded 27 and half 
bushels per acre, and a field of 
winter wheat went 25, which is 
ver v good. As one elevator man 
put it, it looks as though we 
might be agreeably surprised 
on the right side when the har¬ 
vest is finished. 

Th e spring wheat is still un¬ 
certain. 'The stubbled-in crops 
were thinner and the scant 
moisture would naturally make 
for better grain. When the 
heavy stands are cut in after 
they ripen, the yield or grade 
may not be so encouraging due 
to the heavier drain on the moi¬ 
sture supply and the resulting 
effects of the drouth. However, 
we can only hope for the best 
and be grateful for the except¬ 
ionally good ieports of operat¬ 
ion! through out the district as 
far as they have advanced.

What can we do to create a 
iitu t , mote community pride in 
Raymond? What can vvc do as 
citizens to beautify our town, 
and muvhnp provide our child¬ 
ren with a few swings, teeters 
slides etc Othei towns not 
nearly as large as we ar e have 
ci\m» recreation grounds that 
are a delight to th e citizens of 
the Town and also to visitors. 
A place where one may take 
the kiddies for an hour or two 
in th 0 evening and turn them 
loose to play on the lawns and 
playgrounds of a civic centre. 

We appreciate that we have 
some real problems in making 
our Victoria park into such a 
place, and yet the very challen¬ 
ge that the park presents shou¬ 
ld furnish an incentive U» organ 
ization and support ol every cit¬ 
izen that would see it through 
to a finish. W o have all roasted 
this summer in the heat. A 
nice playground supplied with 
benches and playground equip¬ 
ment would lurnish a nice re¬ 
lease in the afternoon and even 
ing from such oppressive heat. 
We know from support received 
in drives of one kind and anoth 
er that if the proper leadership 
and organization were given to 
some such move, that with the 
labor that would he donated in 
one or two afternoons of civic 
holidays and the funds that 
could be collected through a civ 
is entertainment of some sort, 
that every penny needed could

this end.
